First, I think this is a legitimate area for 
' ICS concern and probing. Even more important, I 
would think, would be a look at the Korean 
incident and the uniformly curious handling of 
the information by all of the town's nerve centers. 

In the Lebanon case, sure, CRITIC would have 
been the procedurally- correct handling. But it is 
clear on the face of it that those whq required 
the info had it. To be sure, NSA might have 
tweaked its collection arrangements, but theoreti- 
cally NSA shouldn't be making arbitrary decisions 
without being tasked and the right officials were 
in possession of the information so as to have 
tasked NSA if they had thought to do so^
